TERRORS OF THE SEA 


The Tigress Disabled.

A THRILLING NARRATIVE or pis- 
ASTER AND DEATH.

‘New Lonx, 11.— 
a Joho, — A dispateh from 
accident on the sealing steam 
gives the following — The Gulag 
\he sieamer Panther, the vessel which brought 
the intelligence to St. Johns on the 8d inst., 
states that the Panther was in longitude 51 
deg, 15 min. west, and latitude deg., 22 
min. north on her return to St. Johns. The 
vaptain out reported thafthe steamer was 
apparently moving only under sail. 

As We apprvucned her it was discovered 
that she had her flags at half mast. Subse 
quently and after signaling her, I ordered a 
boat to be lowered and went on board my- 
self, when I discovered her to be the steamer 
Pigress, of Polaris tame. Her Captain and 
Chief officer were on deck when I got on

1 was then informed that on April 2d, 
at 2 u’clock in the evening, the veel was 
shaken by a territic explosion of the boiler 
which created u reat terror and confusion, as 
the ¢scapiug steam at this ume com- 
pletely euveioped every copartment below, 
and in Consequence all steam facilities had 
been destruyed, and they had then been 
under sail against head wind for 24 hours. 
When 1 reached the deck of the Tigress 
[ observed that a number of men were 
engaged on Carpenter work, making up and 
uslllpg together a number of rough pine 
wood boxes; asked the commander what 
mey were ior, and he said they were designea 
for receiving the bodies of the unfortunate 
men who had been killed by the acci- 
dent on the day of explosion; suid the Cap - 
tain of the Tigress to me that the weather 
was dreadfully wet and a rough breeze was 
blowing. A number of men had gone below 
and turned on the top of the boller fur the 
sake of warming. Nineteen of the crew 
were in this way when the crash occurred, 
and some of them were literally scalaed be- 
yond recognition. ‘The consternation was 
fearful. Iwo engineers were on duty at the 
time and both were killed. We left themon 
the afternoon f the 84 making for land 
under sail, and promised to repors the disas- 
ver immediately on our arrival. I did not as- 
CeFlaip the Dames of the men, as all the offl- 
cers of the Tigress appeared in great grief, 
and could give but few parucu- 
lars. The dispaicu further says, 
that since tne Cuptain’s statement was made 
yesterday, it Was learned tbat the Tigress 
bad arriveu off the Coast, and had put into 
Bay Roberts, where in all probability sue 
will land ber dead and wait tor assistance. 
After toe Polaris matter had been disposed 
of, the Ligress wus flited out for a sea Hohing 
trip, and Was returning south at the ume with 
her calch when the terrib.e disaster « ccurred.

The Congregationalist sta tes that out 
of 1.588 foreign missionaries sent out by the 
American board, only eight have died from 
violence. 


The United Brethren have just dedicated 
their first church in the city of Philadel- 
phia. It seems strange that in a city of 
near 800,000 people and 500 church edifices 
this denomination has not been represented. 


There sre in California not less than 550 
organized churches of all denominations, 
and 600 church buildings erected, with an 
aggregate accommodation for 225,000 sittings. 
Cburch property is valued at $7,500,000. The 
Method ists lead in the number of local socie- 
ties, having 190. 


The growth of the Episcopal Church in 
Colorado will authorize its admission as a 
diocese by the coming general convention, 
to be held in October next. There are now 
thirteen churches building in the Territory, 
with a f-ir prospect of having several more 
built during the spring and summer. 


The largest Baptist Church in the world, 
we suppose, is Mr. Spurgeon’s, which returns 
a membership of 4,376. The second largest 
church is said to be the old First African in 
Richmond, Virginis, and the third is, curi- 
ously enough, in India. It would seem that 
seven years ago last September, there were 
but two native Christians in the city of Oa- 
gole, India; to-day the church there num- 
bers 2,357 members. 


It may be interesting to our readers to be 
reminded of the statistics of the Congrega- 
tionalists of the United States, now that 
their distinctive principles are brought into 
such conspicuous notice. There were, by the 
last report, 2,487 churches, 318,916 church 
members, 871,110 in Sunday Schools. The 
denomination is said to be increasing in 
Great Britain, and, at a late meeting of the 
Congregational Union of England and Wales, 
in London, an increase of more than 800 
a was reported in alliance with the 
nion. 


The New York Journal of Commerce says 
$25,000 worth of fluwers were sold in that 
city snd Brooklyn last week to be used in 
decorating the churches on Holy Thursday 
and Easter sunday. Calla lilies, usually 
selling at fifteen cents retail, were forced up 
to seventy-five cents by a “corner among 
some of the retailers.” One establishment 
sold five thousand in one week. The de- 
mand for camelias, roses, carnations, violete, 
lilies of the valley, and strings of suila x was 
so great that by noon on Saturday all of the 
growing bouses where flowers were produced 
for the trade were cut Clean. The decora 
tions in some of the churehes cost from 
$1,000 to $1,600.

A BRAVE ICELAND GIRL. 


Feminine Bare-Back Riding-—The 
Parting Kiss on the River. 


Mr. S. E. Waller started for a trip in Ice- 
land in June, 1872 He gives an account of 
“Six Weens in the Saddle,“ in a little volume 
from which we get an idea of the customs of 
the peop e there. The Icelanders are almost 
inconveniently hospitable. It ia difficult to 
get a farmer, who keeps you fora day or two, 
to accept pay. Our uautbor seems to have 
done bis best to rt quite his hosts by making 
himself amusing.

No,“ was the reply, “both John and Olavr 
are up in the mountains, but one of the girls 
will do quite as well. Here, Thora go and 
show the Englishman the way.” 

Immediately an exceedingly handsome 
young woman ran out, and noddivg 
kindly to me, went around to the back of the 
house, caught a pony, put a bridle on it, and 
not taking the trouble to fetch a saddle, 
vaulted on his bare back, and sitting astride, 
drove her heels into his sides and galloped 
off down the riverbank as hard as she could 
go, shouting for us to follow. 

We became naturally rather excited at 
such a display of dash on the part of such a 
pretty girl, acd started off immediately in 
But though we did our utmost to Catch her, 
she increased her distance hand over hand.
